The  Biographer,  John  Lynch,  Titular 
Arch-deacon  of  Tuam,  tied  out  of  Ireland 
into  France,  after  the  surrender  of  Galway 
to  Cromwell,  and  is  the  author  of  a scarce 
and  well  known  work  “ Cumbrensis  ever- 
sus.”  The  present  copy  belonged  to  the 
celebrated  collector,  Major,  of  Mechlin, 
see  his  Catal.  (No.  9272)  at  whose  auction 
in  1767  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  Vasto- 
even,  of  the  same  town ; on  his  death, 
it  was  again  brought  to  the  hammer  in 
1810  (Lot.  3600  in  Cat.)  and  purchased 
by  the  individual  from  whom  I obtained  it. 

I never  saw  or  heard  of  another  copy. 
In  Osborne’s  Cat.  for  1748,  (p.  341,  No. 
12,814)  there  is  one  to  be  found  (perhaps 
Coxeter’s)  marked  one  shilling.  It  does 
not  appear  whether  it  had  the  head.  It 
may  however  have  belonged  to  the  Har- 
leian  Catalogue,  see  Cat.

The  novel 
was  copied  by  Luigi  da  Porto,  and  pub- 
lished 1535,  hence  inscribed  as  an  historical 
event  by  Girolamo  della  Corte  in  1594. 
It  is  evident  that  the  story  is  imaginary, 
and  invented  by  Masuccio.

The  author  holds  a high  rank  among 
the  early  Spanish  poets.

He  wrote  this 
poem  in  honour  of  the  poetical  coronation 
of  his  patron,  Lope  de  Mendoza,  the  cele- 
brated Marquis  of  Santillana,  and  (as  may 
be  seen  in  his  Preambulo  Irao.)  he  mis- 
called it,  first  “ calamicleos,”  thus  whim- 
sically uniting  the  Latin  word  “calamitas,” 
with  the  Greek  word  “ t:\eog”  or  gloria.

“ This  edition  of  1492  by  Verard  appears 
to  be  unknown  to  all  the  bibliographical 
books  : Van  Praet  was  entirely  ignorant 
of  it,  for  in  his  Catalogue  des  Livres  sur 
Velin,  vol.  I.  p.  338.,  he  boasts  of  three 
copies  on  Vellum  in  the  Royal  Library  of 
the  Verard  Edition  of  1494,  which  he  calls 
the  second  edition,  and  he  quotes  the  first 
from  Cairo’s  Index,  II.  17.  as  printed  at 
Rouen,  1490.  Van  Praet  here  makes  two 
mistakes,  for  the  edition  quoted  by  Laire 
has  no  date,  tho’  Laire  suggests  that  it  is 
circa  1490,  and  even  granting  the  priority 
of  Laire’s  Rouen  edition,  the  vellum  copies 
in  the  Paris  Library  of  Verard  1494  arc 
evidently  of  the  third  edition,  this  copy 
of  1492  Verard  being  at  least  the  second, 
if  not  the  first.  A third  mistake  of  Van 
Praet,  is  in  his  stating  from  the  prologue 
of  the  book  that  it  was  composed  in  1467  ; 
the  prologue  says  ‘ a este  premierement 
commence  a escripre’  and  Van  Praet  never 
looked  at  the  last  leaf  where  it  is  said 
‘ 1469  le  xxn  de  may  fut  premierement 
consumme  ce  present  livre,’  by  which  it 
plainly  appears  that  the  work  was  begun  in 
1467  and  finished  in  1469.  The  work  was 
of  very  high  reputation,  very  frequently  re- 
printed in  the  original  French,  and  appeared 
in  an  English  translation  from  the  Press  of 
Wynkyn  de  Worde  in  1502  and  again  in 
1506.

First  Edition.  Of  extreme  rarity, 
being  the  only  copy  known.  The  first 
Account  of  the  volume  appeared  in  the 
Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  Count  de 
Boutourlin,  Florence  1831,  from  which  col- 
lection this  was  purchased  in  the  sale  at 
Paris  in  November,  1840.  A detailed  de- 
scription of  the  Volume  will  also  be  found 
in  the  Bibliografia  of  Count  Melzi,  pp. 
224-228. 

Mr.  Panizzi  in  a letter  to  Mr.  Grenville, 
(August  6,  1841)  gives  the  following  ac- 
count of  the  volume. 

“ The  Rinaldo  which  you  lately  bought, 
and  which  is  certainly  printed  at  Naples  by 
Reussinger,  with  the  same  type  as  that 
used  for  the  Dante,  edited  by  Tuppo  in  the 
same  city,  a copy  of  which  is  in  your 
Library,  is  the  same  poem  as  that  attri- 
buted to  Dino  in  the  Edition  of  1521,  Mi- 
lano, 4to,  as  well  as  that  of  1533,  the  prin- 
cipal difference  being  in  the  number  of 
Cantos.  The  Story  is  substantially  the 
same  ; but  the  style,  the  diction  rather,  and 
the  accessories  are  not  so.  You  have 
already  observed  that  the  Fol.  begins  with 
what  appears  as  the  3d  Canto  in  the  two 
4tos  of  1521  and  1533,  but  Canto  5 in  the 
Fol.  although  the  same  as  Canto  8 in  the 
two  4tos,  has  an  Introductory7  stanza, 
which  is  in  neither  of  the  two  last-men- 
tioned editions:  and  the  Introductory  stan- 
za in  Canto  6 in  the  Fol.  is  not  like  the 


Introductory  one  in  the  two  quartos.  On 
the  other  hand  the  last  line  in  Canto  9 in 
the  Fol.  is 

‘ Andateve  a posare  et  non  fate  piu  resta’ 
the  rhyme  in  the  preceding  line  being 
testa ; but  in  the  4tos  the  last  line  of  Canto 
12,  the  one  which  corresponds  to  the  9th 
in  the  Fol.  runs 

‘ Andati  a bere  e poi  fariti  tornata,’ 
the  rhyme  in  the  preceding  line  being 
portata.  The  verbal  alterations  are  num- 
berless throughout.  The  genuine  Poem  is 
the  Folio ; the  others  are  rifacimenti,  I 
think  ; and  I am  also  of  opinion  that  the 
real  author  of  the  original  work  is  that 
Forti  mentioned  by  Melzi.”

The  accompanying  notice  of  this  book 
is  from  a letter  addressed  by  Mr.  Panizzi 
(May  5,  1835)  to  Mr.  Grenville. 

“ I cannot  discover  anything  about  Dino, 
and  I strongly  suspect  that  he  never  wrote 
the  poem  attributed  to  him,  and  which  I 
now  beg  to  return.  My  reasons  for  so 
thinking  are  briefly  these. 

“ Melzi  in  his  supplemento,  page  341, 
quotes  two  stanzas  of  the  Innamorato  di 
Rinaldo  from  an  Edition  of  1553,  which  he 
had  described  page  158  of  his  Bibliografia. 
In  this  Edition  no  name  of  the  Author 
occurs.  If  you  take  the  trouble  to  com- 
pare these  two  stanzas  with  the  fourth 
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and  fifth  of  sig.  A iii  of  your  volume, 
you  will  find  them  alike,  except  some  tri- 
fling verbal  differences.  Here  is  a proof 
that  Dino  was  not  always  supposed  the 
Author  of  the  work  in  question : most 
probably  he  never  was  mentioned  in  any 
other  Edition  of  this  poem.  The  stanzas 
quoted  by  Melzi  have  undergone  a slight 
rifacirnento.  The  last  line  of  the  first  of 
them  stands  thus  in  your  Edition, 

El  mio  libro  in  talian  lo  rinfresca. 

In  Melzi  it  is 

E la  mia  penna  in  toscano  il  rinfresca. 

“ Had  the  writer  been  Dino,  a Florentine, 
be  would  never  have  professed  to  write 
talian  Italian).  The  Florentines  say  that 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  the  Italian  lan- 
guage : they  grumble  at  its  being  called 
Tuscan , and  only  admit  a Florentine  lan- 
guage. Add  to  this  that  the  whole  poem 
abounds  with  Lombardisms,  and  has  not 
one  of  the  words  or  phrases  proper  of  the 
Florentine  dialect,  as  far  as  I can  see. 
Very  likely  the  publisher  wanted  to  puff 
the  poem  and  excite  the  curiosity  of  the 
reader  by  fathering  it  upon  a most  inge- 
nious unknown  Poet  from  Florence — not 
a star,  but  a rising  sun  still  enveloped  in  a 
kind  of  mist.  These  arts  are  practised  in 
our  own  days,  and  not  without  success, 
most  probably. 

“ As  to  the  bibliographical  importance  of 
the  volume,  what  can  I say  but  that  it  is 
worthy  of  its  fellows  ? The  binding  and 
every  other  circumstance  confirms  the  opi- 
nion that  it  is  from  the  Gaignat  Collec- 
tion, and  therefore  unique."

In  consequence  of  a fire  which  occurred 
at  Upsal  in  May,  1702,  complete  copies  of 
this  work  are  of  great  rarity,  for  in  this 
fire  nearly  all  the  copies  of  vol.  III.  and 
all  except  ten  of  vol.  IV.  (see  Ebert,  p. 
1609)  as  far  as  printed,  namely  to  p.  210, 
were  destroyed,  and  of  these  ten,  only  five 
can  at  present  be  traced,  viz.  in  the  Uni- 
versity Library,  Upsal ; the  Royal  Library 
at  Stockholm  ; the  Library  of  the  Academy 
of  Science  at  Stockholm ; the  Library  of 
Count  de  Brahe  of  Skokloster,  near  Up- 
sal ; and  the  Library  of  the  University  at 
Lund  in  Sweden. 

The  copy  now  under  notice  has  the  Tes- 
timonia  to  the  various  volumes,  the  direc- 
tions to  the  binder,  the  Index  to  Vol.  III. 
and  is,  with  the  exception  of  not  pos- 
sessing the  printed  portion  of  vol.  IV.,  as 
complete  as  it  is  possible  for  the  work  to 
be,  and  more  so  than  any  other  copy  yet 
described,  by  its  possessing  the  Edition  of 
the  first  volume  printed  at  Upsal  in  1696, 
which  is  an  improvement  of  the  Latin  ver- 
sion of  that  part  of  the  work,  and  appears 
to  have  escaped  the  notice  of  all  Biblio- 
graphers. An  ample  collation  and  account 
of  the  three  vols.  and  the  Fragment  of  the 
fourth,  will  be  found  in  Brunet  and  Ebert. 
The  edition  of  vol.  I.  printed  in  1696,  not 
being  generally  known,  the  collation  is 
here  given.

“ We  have  given  the  above  title  to  a 
fragment  of  a book  consisting  of  thirty-one 
leaves  only,  containing  “ The  Prologge” 
and  part  of  the  gospel  of  St.  Matthew,  and 
which  may  nevertheless  justly  be  consi- 
dered one  of  the  most  interesting  volumes 
in  the  library,  since  it  presents  us  with  the 
only  remaining  portion  of  this  first  at- 
tempt to  circulate  the  Scriptures  in  the 
English  language  by  means  of  the  Press. 

As  the  date  assigned  is  earlier  by  one 
year  than  has  hitherto  been  given  for  the 
printing  of  the  book,  and  as  there  is  no 
title,  or  name  attached  to  it,  or  other  ex- 
ternal evidence  to  prove  its  being  the  book 
thus  designated,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ad- 
duce proofs  thereof ; we  shall  lay  them 
briefly  before  the  reader,  premising,  that  a 
much  more  detailed  and  interesting  ac- 
count will  be  hereafter  given  to  the  public 


by  the  Rev.  Christopher  Anderson  of  Edin- 
burgh, in  his  forthcoming  Annals  or  His- 
tory of  the  English  Bible. 

Before  describing  this  book,  we  are  able 
to  state,  that  the  date  1525,  is  fully  esta- 
blished by  the  discovery  of  some  highly 
important  documentary  evidence  by  Mr. 
Anderson,  about  to  appear  in  his  work  ; 
and  which  not  only  proves  the  fact  that 
there  were  two  Editions  of  Tyndale’s  New 
Testament,  circulating  in  England  through- 
out 1526,  as  denounced  by  Tunstal  in  No- 
vember of  that  year,  but  that  a third  edi- 
tion had  actually  reached  England,  and 
even  his  hands,  before  the  year  was  ended, 
viz.  The  first  edition  partly  printed  at 
Cologne  by  Peter  Quentell,  of  which  the 
present  fragment  is  all  that  has  come  down 
to  us.  The  second  printed  at  Worms 
probably  by  Schoyffer,  but  certainly  in 
1525,  of  which  one  copy  perfect,  excepting 
the  title,  exists  in  the  Library  of  the  Bap- 
tist Museum  at  Bristol,  and  another  im- 
perfect, in  the  Library  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathe- 
dral. The  third,  printed  at  Antwerp  in 
1526  by  Christopher  of  Endhoven,  of 
which  no  copy  is  as  yet  positively  known 
to  exist. 

The  fragment  commences  on  the  recto 
of  leaf  A ij  with  the  words  “ The  Prologge,” 
which  Prologge  contains  seven  leaves.  On 
the  recto  of  the  next  leaf  after  the  Pro- 
logue follows  a table  of  “ The  bokes  con- 
teyned  in  the  newe  Testament,”  on  the 
reverse  of  which  is  a large  wood  cut  of 
St.  Matthew.  This  cut  is  without  any 
name  or  mark  of  the  artist,  but  it  occurs 
again  in  other  books  printed  at  Cologne, 
in  one  of  which,  viz.  a Bible  printed  in 
the  year  1527,  we  find  other  cuts  evidently 
from  the  same  hand,  on  one  are  the  initials 
A.W.,  being  the  monogram  of  Arnold  of 
Worms,  an  artist  who  resided  at  Cologne, 
and  executed  numerous  works  there,  one 
of  them  being  a long  view  of  that  city. 

On  the  opposite  page  the  book  com- 
mences and  extends  from  folio  n.  to  xxmi. 
on  which  the  fragment  terminates  at  the 
12th  verse  of  the  xxiid.  Chapter  of  St. 
Matthew. 

Besides  the  wood  cut  of  St.  Matthew,  there 
are  initial  letters  at  the  commencement  of 
the  chapters  cut  in  wood.  The  type  is 
a small  german  gothic  exactly  the  same  as 
that  used  in  other  books  printed  at  Cologne 
in  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

The  History  of  the  printing  of  the  book 
is  given  by  Joannes  Cochlseus  in  his  “ His- 
toria  de  Vitis  et  Scriptis  Martini  Lutheri,” 
under  the  year  1526,  and  is  to  the  following 
purport.  Cochlaeus  states  that,  he  being 
at  Cologne  engaged  in  superintending  the 
printing  of  “ Opera  Ruperti  Abbatis  Mo- 
nasterii  Tuitensis,”  and  particularly  his 
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Commentaria  in  Mattheum,  at  the  otliee 
of  Peter  Quentell,  was  given  to  under- 
stand, that  two  Englishmen  were  then  em- 
ployed in  printing  a book,  which  was  to 
convert  the  whole  of  England  to  Luther- 
anism : that  he,  being  desirous  of  knowing 
the  secret,  imited  some  of  the  printers  to 
his  lodgings,  where  after  he  had  plied  them 
with  wine,  he  learnt  that  the  book  was  the 
New  Testament  translated  from  Luther’s 
version,  that  2500  copies  of  it  in  4to.  size 
were  in  the  press,  and  that  the  sheets  as 
far  as  K were  already  printed  off.  Coch- 
laeus,  being  a great  opponent  of  Luther 
and  his  doctrines,  alarmed  at  the  danger 
this  threatened  to  the  catholic  cause,  com- 
municated the  intelligence  to  Herman 
Ilinek,  one  of  the  Magistrates  of  Cologne, 
and  got  his  authority  for  searching  the 
house  ; but  the  Englishmen  having  in  the 
meanwhile  got  intelligence  of  what  was 
going  on,  lied  away  up  the  Rhine  to 
Worms,  taking  with  them  the  sheets  of 
the  book  as  far  as  printed. 

Lewis,  in  his  History  of  the  translations 
of  the  Bible  into  English,  gives  the  story 
told  by  Cochkeus,  but  as  he  denies  his  ve- 
racity, we  shall  give  such  evidence  as  will 
establish  it  in  nearly  every  particular. 

1 . The  book  which  Cochkeus  was  en- 
gaged upon  was  published  at  Cologne  in 
the  year  1526,  and  is  remarkable  as  bearing 
in  the  title  page  the  identical  wood  cut  of 
St.  Matthew  used  in  this  fragment,  but  with 
portions  of  the  block  cut  away  from  the 
side  and  bottom,  proving  most  satisfacto- 
rily the  identity  of  place,  and  that  the 
Testament  must  have  been  printed  in  or 
before  the  year  1526. 

2.  Cochlaeus  speaks  of  two  persons  being 
employed  on  the  work,  and  we  learn  from 
Tyndale  himself  that  he  employed  William 
Roy  to  assist  him  in  reading  the  sheets. 

3.  Cochkeus  speaks  of  it  as  being  trans- 
lated frorti  Luther’s  version.  On  com- 
paring the  fragment  with  that  version,  it 
appears  that  some  of  the  notes  and  a part 
of  the  “ Prologge”  are  literally  translated 
from  it.  This  Prologge  was  subsequently 
printed  in  a separate  form,  and  will  be 
found  with  some  slight  alterations  in  the 
collected  works  of  Tyndale  under  the  title 
of  “ A pathway  to  Scripture.” 

4.  But  the  most  curious  and  conclusive 
evidence  of  its  being  the  acknowledged 
work  of  Tyndale  and  Roy,  is  found  in  the 
satire  by  the  latter  author  against  Cardinal 
Wolsey  “ Rede  me  and  be  not  wroth.” 

In  this  work,  there  is  an  account  of  the 
burning  the  New  Testament  by  the  com- 
mand of  Tunstal,  Bp.  of  London,  and  of 
the  reasons  assigned  by  the  Bp.  in  a ser- 
mon which  he  preached  against  the  trans- 
lation. 


Alas,  he  sayde,  Masters  and  frendes, 
Consyder  well  nowe  in  youre  myndes, 
These  heretikes  diligently. 

They  save,  that  common  women, 

Shall  assone  come  \nto  heven, 

As  those  that  lyve  perfectly.

The  passage  here  alluded  to  as  the  ob- 
ject of  the  Bishop's  special  notice  is  found 
in  the  Prologge  in  the  following  words,  in 
which  the  author  is  discussing  the  merit 
of  good  works,  more  especially  of  the  elfi- 
cacy  of  monastic  vows. 

“ Yf  y live  chaste,  1 doo  hit  nott  to  ob- 
teyne  heven  therby.  For  then  shulde  y 
doo  wronge  to  the  bloud  of  Christ  : 
Christes  bloud  hath  obteyned  me  that, 
Christes  merettes  have  made  me  heyre 
there  of.  He  is  both  dore  and  waye  the- 
ther  wardes.  Nether  that  y loke  for  an 
hyer  roumc  in  heven,  then  they  shall  have 
whyeh  live  in  wedlocke,  other  then  ahoare 
of  the  stewes  (yf  she  repent)  for  that  were 
the  prvde  of  lucifer.” 

5.  Tunstal  and  Warham  in  their  “ Inhi- 
bitions to  read  the  New  Testament  in  Eng- 
lish ” set  forth  in  October  and  November 
1526  particularly  notice  there  being  more 
than  one  edition  in  circulation  and  point 
out  the  distinction  “ some  with  glosses 
and  some  without” — the  edition  with  the 
glosses  evidently  referring  to  the  present 
fragment,  since  no  other  has  been  found  to 
contain  them.  Neither  is  the  passage  so 
particularly  the  object  of  the  Bishop’s 
animadversions  found  in  any  other  edi- 
tions. 

The  inhibitions  of  "Warham,  and  Tun- 
stal, will  be  found  in  Fox’s  Martyrology, 
and  in  the  Concilia  Magnae  Britannia  of 
Wilkins  ; and  the  curious  Satire  of  Roy, 
which  will  be  found  to  contain  other  in- 
teresting matter  relating  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Testament  into  England,  and 
the  persecution  of  it,  is  reprinted  in  the 
ninth  volume  of  the  Harleian  Miscellany.”

“ The  Bibliographers  have  all  agreed  in 
stating  that  only  three  copies  of  this  edi- 
tion are  known,  viz.  in  St.  Paul’s  Library, 
Lord  Pembroke’s  at  Wilton  and  at  Bristol 
from  Dr.  Gilford.  Dr.  Cotton,  very  cu- 
rious in  his  researches  on  this  subject,  as- 
sures me  that,  after  the  most  diligent 
examination  of  the  above  three  libraries, 
he  has  ascertained  beyond  all  question 
that  the  present  edition  is  not  in  any  one 
of  them,  neither  does  he  believe  that  any 
other  copy  than  mine  is  to  be  found.  It 
appears  that  when  the  Flemish  booksellers 
began  in  August  1534  to  print  Tindale’s 
English  N.  Testament  they  employed  Joye 
to  correct  the  Press,  in  doing  which  he 
made  several  changes  in  it.  Tindale,  dis- 
satisfied with  this,  had  another  edition 


printed  at  Antwerp  by  Emperour  in  No- 
vember 1534,  in  the  Preface  to  which  he 
complains  of  the  changes  made  by  Joye  in 
the  present  edition,  and  particularly  charges 
him  with  having  studiously  omitted  or 
changed  the  word  “ Resurrection  ” in 
many  passages  which  Tindale  quotes.

According  to  Dr.  Cotton  only  three 
copies  are  known  of  this  very  rare  edition 
of  Tyndale’s  Testament  with  his  Prologues. 
They  are  in  the  Baptist  Library  Bristol, 
St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  and  Christ  Church 
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Oxford,  the  last  copy  being  imperfect. 
The  present  is  quite  a perfect  copy  and 
entirely  original.

But  one  other  copy  of  this  First  Edition 
of  Tirant  Lo  Blanch  in  the  Limosin  dia- 
lect, is  now  known,  which  is  in  the  Vati- 
can. The  beauty  and  matchless  condition 
of  the  present,  cannot  be  surpassed.  It 
was  purchased  by  Mr.  Heber  for  Three 
Hundred  Guineas. 

The  following  interesting  account  of 
this  Romance  and  its  author  is  taken  from 
Ritson’s  General  Catalogue  of  Romances, 
MS.  formerly  in  the  Heber  Collection,  and 
now  in  the  British  Museum.  It  follows  a 
transcript  from  the  Barcelona  Edition  of 
1497.  The  Don  Ferdinand  to  whom  the 
Romance  is  Dedicated  is  said  in  a note  by 
Ritson  to  be  Ferdinand  Prince  of  Portugal, 
Duke  of  Viseo,  second  son  of  Edward  I. 
who  died  in  1471  aged  30,  and  whose  son 
Emanuel,  on  a failure  of  the  issue  of  Al- 
phonsus  V.  his  elder  brother,  afterwards 
succeeded  to  the  crown. 

“ As  this  book  is  very  little  known,  even 
in  Spain,  it  was  thought  proper  to  be  more 
than  ordinarily  particular  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  it : and  the  Dedication  appearing 
worthy  of  peculiar  attention,  not  only  as 
exhibiting  a very  elegant  specimen  of  the 
Valencian  or  Catalan  dialect,  but  as  con- 
taining some  assertions  with  respect  to 
the  origin  and  history  of  the  work  which 
excite  curiosity,  is  therefore  given  at  length. 
Although  Martorell,  in  this  dedication, 
professes  to  have  translated  the  history 
and  acts  of  his  hero  out  of  English,  in 
which  he  found  them  written,  we  are  only 
to  regard  this  as  one  of  those  venial  deceits 
which  are  frequently  practised  by  such 
like  writers,  in  order  to  give  their  compo- 
sitions an  air  of  mystery,  antiquity  or 
truth.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  he  was 
the  real  Author  of  this  Romance ; but 
whether  he  originally  wrote  it  in  Portu- 
guese, into  which,  he  says,  he  first  translated 
it,  or  in  his  native  dialect,  the  Valencian, 
cannot  at  present  be  ascertained  : certain 
it  is,  however,  that  no  copy  of  it  in  the 
Portuguese  language  is  known  to  exist. 
(But  if  the  account  given  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  printed  book  be  true,  viz., 
that  Martorell  died  after  he  had  finished 
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no  more  than  the  three  first  books  and  that 
the  fourth  was  translated  at  the  instance 
of  a lady,  by  another  hand ; if  this  be  true, 
it  must  be  admitted,  either  that  there  was 
a Portuguese  version,  or  that  Martorell 
was  not  the  author  of  the  fourth  book.)  It 
is  not  improbable,  indeed  that  Martorell 
during  his  stay  in  England,  whither  he  is 
supposed  to  have  come  in  the  suite  of 
Peter  Duke  of  Coimbra,  son  to  John  I. 
K.  of  Portugal,  in  1425,  might  have  got 
acquainted  with  some  books,  stories,  anec- 
dotes, or  popular  traditions,  which  he  has 
made  use  of  in  his  work.  In  one  part  of 
it  the  hero  fights  with  a mastiff ; and  the 
curious  reader  will  find  the  undoubted  ori- 
ginal of  this  strange  combat  in  Montfau- 
con,  Monumens  de  la  Monarchic  Francoise, 
vol.  3.  p.  70.  as  an  event  that  actually 
happened  in  the  year  1371.  What  renders 
this  conjecture  the  more  plausible  is,  that 
in  the  commencement  of  the  book  he  has 
introduced  the  story  of  the  celebrated  Guy 
of  Warwick,  whom  he  calls  “ Comte  Gillem 
de  Veroych,”  which  was  certainly  then 
extant  both  in  English  and  French.  The 
magnificent  feasts,  jousts  and  tournaments 
with  which  they  celebrate  the  marriage 
of  the  King  of  England  with  the  King  of 
France’s  daughter,  (by  which  he  may  pos- 
sibly allude  to  that  of  Richard  II.  with  the 
Princess  Isabella  of  France)  together  with 
the  origin  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter,  and 
some  other  particulars  may  have  been  like- 
wise communicated  to  him  at  that  time  ; 
unless  indeed  it  may  be  thought  more  pro- 
bable that  he  was  indebted  for  a good  deal 
of  this  kind  of  information  to  Froissart,  a 
favourite  author  of  that  age.  See  parti- 
cularly in  vol.  ii.  chap.  173.  an  account  of 
the  feasts  and  jousts  made  by  the  K.  of 
England  in  1390.  In  the  following  chap- 
ter also  mention  is  made  of  a report  which 
prevailed  in  the  Christian  camp  in  Barbary 
that  the  Genoese,  whose  treachery  forms  a 
striking  incident  in  this  romance,  were 
about  to  bargain  with  the  Saracens  and 
betray  the  Christian  men.  The  French 
translator  (Comte  de  Caylus,  who  however 
knew  nothing  of  the  original  edition)  is  of 
opinion  that  the  model  of  all  the  feasts 
which  the  author  describes  in  this  Ro- 
mance is  to  be  found  in  the  Catalan  chro- 
nicle of  Miguel  Carbonnell  in  a very  de- 
tailed relation  of  those  given  at  Saragossa 
in  1399  on  account  of  the  coronation  of 
Martin  I.  of  Arragon  and  his  Queen  Mary 
de  Luna  ; and  it  certainly  may  be  so.  But 
the  fact  is  that  the  Duke  of  Coimbra  (in 
whose  train  Martorell  is  supposed  to  have 
been)  was  magnificently  entertained  at  the 
court  of  our  Henry  VI.  (then  a child)  by 
the  King’s  uncles,  and  actually  installed  a 
Knight  of  the  Garter ; so  that  the  author 


might  have  been  an  eye  witness  of  the 
ceremony.  One  reason  of  the  fiction 
adopted  by  Martorell  might  be,  that  as  his 
patron  Ferdinand  was  great  grandson  to 
John  of  Gaunt  (who  under  the  title  of 
Duke  of  Lancaster  and  uncle  to  the  King 
(which  renders  Froissart’s  assistance  still 
more  probable)  is  actually  introduced  as 
a distinguished  character  in  the  work),  he 
was  likely  to  be  more  gratified  with  the 
idea  of  its  being  an  English  story  than 
with  the  naked  truth.  Be  all  this  however 
as  it  may,  the  work  itself  is  perhaps  su- 
perior to  every  other  composition  of  the 
same  nature.  Every  writer  who  has  read 
it,  and  particularly  in  the  original,  is  lavish 
in  its  praise.  Antonio  Bastero  in  his 
“ Crusca  Provenzale”  {Roma,  1724,  folio) 
refers  to  a copy  preserved  in  the  library 
Della  Sapienza  at  Rome,  and  calls  the  au- 
thor one  of  the  clearest  lights  of  the  Pro- 
venzal  tongue,  of  which  the  Catalan  is 
considered  as  a branch.  He  takes  parti- 
cular notice  of  the  variation  of  his  style 
and  manner,  not  only  in  Tirant’s  reply  to 
his  rivals  and  his  letters  to  his  beautiful 
and  constant  lady  the  Princess  Carmesina, 
but  in  his  own  Dedication  to  the  King 
(Prince)  of  Portugal,  whom  he  addresses 
in  a language  very  different  from  that 
which  he  uses  to  the  reader  in  his  Preface, 
This  particularity  is  likewise  insisted  on 
by  Vicente  Ximeno,  in  his  Escritores  del 
Reiyno  de  Valencia  (Val.  1747.  fol.)  p.  13, 
where  he  says  that  it  is  written  as  such 
works  should  be,  because  the  author  has 
accommodated,  with  adroitness  and  pro- 
priety, the  language  and  style  to  the  per- 
son speaking : and  indeed  the  artful  dis- 
crimination of  character  must  strike  every 
one  who  peruses  the  work  even  in  the 
translation  of  a translation.” 

“ Tirant  the  white,  the  hero  of  this  Ro- 
mance, is  a gentleman  of  Bretagne,  who 
coming,  with  certain  of  his  relations,  to 
the  celebration  of  the  nuptials  of  the  King 
of  England,  loses  his  company  in  a reverie, 
out  of  which  he  is  awakened  at  a hermi- 
tage inhabited  by  the  famous  Guy  of  War- 
wick, who  is  reading  a book  upon  the  order 
of  chivalry,  intitled,  L’Arbre  des  Batailles, 
out  of  which,  after  some  agreeable  conver- 
sation, in  the  course  of  which  Tirant  de- 
clares his  family  and  descent,  and  the 
reason  of  his  being  so  called  (viz.  from  the 
March  of  Tirania,  of  which  his  father  was 
lord,  and  Blanch  the  name  of  his  mother), 
he  reads  him  a chapter,  and  on  his  departure 
delivers  him  the  book.  Tirant  arrives  at  the 
English  Court,  where  he  conducts  himself 
in  the  most  gallant  manner,  receives  the 
order  of  Knighthood,  and  has  the  honour 
of  being  the  first  Knight  of  the  Garter. 
He  afterwards  relieves  the  isle  of  Rhodes, 
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which  is  besieged  by  the  Infidels,  in  con- 
federacy with  the  treacherous  Genoese. 
He  is  sent  for  by  the  Emperor  of  Greece, 
who  is  in  great  danger  of  losing  his  Empire 
to  the  Turks,  of  whom  Tiranl  in  the  end 
entirely  frees  the  country.  In  considera- 
tion of  his  important  services,  he  is  be- 
trothed by  the  Emperor  to  the  Princess 
Carmesina  his  daughter,  of  whom  he  lias 
been  long  violently  enamoured,  and  is 
proclaimed  Caisar  and  heir  to  the  Em- 
pire. Having  made  an  advantageous 
peace,  and  restored  the  Emperor  to  the 
quiet  possession  of  all  his  ancient  domi- 
nions, as  he  is  returning  to  Constantinople 
to  enjoy  the  reward  of  his  toils  and  he- 
roism, he  is  seized  with  a sudden  sickness 
of  which  he  dies.  The  news  of  this  un- 
happy event  proves  fatal  to  the  Empe- 
ror ; nor  does  the  Princess  long  survive 
her  husband  and  her  father.  The  fore- 
going is  the  slightest  and  most  imperfect 
sketch  of  this  inimitable  history ; every 
page  is  interesting  and  material;  and  the 
author  is  equally  happy  in  the  most  ma- 
jestic and  the  most  familiar  parts  of  his 
narration  ; in  the  senate  house  and  the 
bedchamber  ; in  the  eloquent  military  ha- 
rangues of  Tirant,  and  the  artful  pleasan- 
tries of  the  Princess’s  waiting-maid.  In 
short,  it  is  doubtless  the  most  ingenious, 
entertaining  and  excellent  work  of  the 
species  that  has  ever  been  composed.” 

“ Nicholas  Antonio,  and  Vicente  Ximeno, 
after  him,  mention  a report  that  this  ro- 
mance was  printed  at  Valencia  in  1480; 
but  this  is  probably  a mistake  ; at  least  no 
one  has  ever  pretended  to  say  he  had  seen 
such  an  edition,  or  in  fact  any  other  of  the 
original.  The  only  copy  of  this  most  cu- 
rious and  inestimable  book  (of  the  edition 
of  Barcelona,  1497)  known  to  exist  was  in 
the  Library  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crofts,  at 
whose  sale  it  was  purchased  by  the  Portu- 
guese Ambassador  for  17  guineas;  the  Edi- 
tor of  this  Catalogue,  who  is  still  happy  in 
the  retlcction  of  having  frequently  had  it  in 
his  hands,  and  made  so  considerable  a 
transcript  from  it,  being  the  losing  bidder.” 

“ Mr.  Warton,  in  his  “ History  of  Eng- 
lish Poetry,”  (V.  iii.  p.  476),  in  order  to 
establish  an  hypothesis  that  “ A British 
Knight  means  a Knight  of  Bretagne  or 
Britany,  in  France,  (“  a common  mistake, 
he  pretends,  arising  from  an  equivoca- 
tion which  has  converted  many  a French 
Knight  into  an  Englishman,”)  mentions 
the  learned  Nicholas  Antonio,  in  his  Spa- 
nish Library,  as  affording  “ a remarkable 
example  of  this  confusion,  and  a proof  of 
its  frequency,”  where  he  speaks  “ of  the 
Spanish  translation”  of  this  romance  in 
1480.”  This  writer  says  that  Martorell 
“ more  altorum  talium  otiosorum  consueto, 


fingit  se  hunc  librum  ex  Anglica  in  Lusi- 
tanam,  de  hide  Lusitana  in  Valentinam  lin- 
guara,  anno  1460;  transtulisse,”  that  is, 
“ according  to  a practice  common  to  such  idle 
historians,  he  pretends  he  translated  this 
book  from  English  into  Portuguese,  and 
from  thence  into  the  Valencian  language.” 
“ Now,”  says  Mr.  Warton,  “The  hero  is  a 
gentleman  of  Bretagne,  and  the  book  was 
first  written  in  the  language  of  that  coun- 
try.” The  first  part  of  the  proposition,  in- 
deed, happens  to  be  true,  but  the  latter  is 
utterly  false  and  groundless.  Antonio,  as 
we  have  already  seen,  as  to  the  different 
translations  of  the  work,  has  faithfully 
given  the  Author’s  own  account ; and  his 
“ Mostalium  otiosorum”  will  be  sufficiently 
explained  in  the  course  of  the  present 
Catalogue,  without  recurring  to  the' ima- 
ginary confusion'of  Mr.  Warton,  of  which, 
in  fact,  the  reader  will  never  meet  with  a 
single  instance.”

They 
are  of  pear  tree  wood  and  much  worm- 
eaten.  Mr.  Josi  imagined  they  were  of 
Flemish  work,  between  the  years  1420  and 
1460,  and  said  that  probably  they  had  been 
engraved  by  Monks  in  honour  of  the  mi- 
racles performed  by  some  Saint  whose  re- 
lics they  possesed  in  that  Monastery,  as  it 
was  usual  in  those  days  to  present  such 
memorials  after  confession  or  any  particu- 
lar Benefaction  to  the  Church.

The  further  pro- 
gress of  this  work  is  said  to  have  been 
stopped  for  want  of  encouragement  on 
account  of  the  abusive  anecdotes  and  il- 
liberal reflections  which  this  second  part 
contains  relative  to  some  of  the  principal 
families  in  the  county.  The  author  was 
Mr.  William  Hals,  a gentleman  of  an  an- 
cient Devonshire  family,  residing  during 
the  greater  part  of  his  life  at  Tresawsen 
in  the  parish  of  Merther.  About  the 
year  1750  the  publication  was  undertaken 
by  Mr.  Andrew  Brice,  then  a printer  at 
Truro,  who  afterwards  removed  to  Exeter, 
where  he  published  an  useful  geographical 
dictionary,  and  other  books.  Lysons’s 
Cornwall,  p.  2. 

This  volume  is  one  of  the  scarcest  in  the 
Class  of  English  Topography.  It  is  not 
mentioned  by  Lowndes,  nor  is  there  any 
copy  in  the  Libraries  of  Gough,  in  the 
Bodleian,  Sir  R.  C.  Hoare,  or  Miss  Cur- 
rer. 

The  only  copy  that  has  occurred  for 
sale  was  Mr.  Lysons’s,  in  1820;  but  as 
that  had  the  Author’s  MS.  additions  it 
cannot  of  course  be  considered  as  any  cri- 
terion of  price,  that  volume  sold  for  £168. 

This  copy  is  of  peculiar  interest,  as  it 
possesses  the  printed  wrapper  to  the  first 
number  of  the  Work,  on  which  is  detailed 
in  full  the  Author’s  intentions  regarding 
the  plan,  and  progress  of  the  undertaking.
